BRITISH HEADQUARTERS IN 
FRANCE, April 23.—In the new offen- 
sive the British have. captured the town 
of Gavrelle, the last part of the defenses 
of the Hindenburg line north of the 
Scarpe. They also have taken the vil- 
lage of Guemappe, south of the Scarpe, 
More than 100 prisoners have been taken 
today. 

The lull in the last week on the British 
front was broken today by attacks 
which spread along a wide front. The 
fighting was particularly severe on 
both banks of the Scarpe, wnere the 
British pushed forward in their initial 
successes and won the battle of Arras. 

It ils only possible at the time of writ- 
ing to give very indefinite news, but the 
first reports coming back indicate the 
capture of Gavrelle, north of the Scarpe, 
and Guemaphe, south of that stream 
A -big push also wus made opposite 
Croisilles, and from cnat sector of the 
front alone comes the report that more 
than 1000 prisoners were taken.

IN ONLY ONE PREVIOUS MONTH 


United States Trade Continues Heavy 

Despite Submarize Campaign— 

Imports Set, Record, 

WASHINGTON, April 23.—Despite the 
German submarine campaign American 
exports in March reached a valuéd of 
$551,278,000 which has been exceeded only 
once, last January, the best month in 
the country’s history. Imports of $270,- 
484,000 set a new American record. 

Foreign and domestic commerce bu- 
reau statistics announced today show 
the country’s foreign trade increased 
in March $156,000,000 over February to- 
tals. 

Exports for the nine months ending 
with March were valued at $4,634,900,000, 
against $2,995,500,000 the corresponding 
period in 1916 and $1,931,100,000 in 1915. 
Imports for nine months ending with 
March were valued at $1,818,320,000; at 
$1,504,663,000 in 1916 and at $1,213,614,000 in 
1915. Import records show that the pro- 
portionate amount of goods entering 
free of duty has been increasing stead- 
ily. 

The net balance of gold imports for 
the nine months period was $651,108,000.

CUMMINS TELLS 
OF POLICE SALARY 
DEAL WITH GRITES 


——_ 


Relief Association Secretary De- 
clares He Hired Lawyer to 
Draft Bill. 


NO PRICE FOR WORK SET, 


Bill Not Yet Rendered, but 
$10,000 Would Not Be Too 
High, He Says. 


— | 


Patrolman Ray Cummins, secretary of 
the Police Relief Association, today, in 
the first statement he has given out 
relative to the policy salary raise slush 
fund, took upon himself sole responsi- 
bility for hiring Attorney Joseph Crites 
of Rolla to draw up and work for the 
bill. Cummins gaid he expected to be 
asked to resign from the Police Depart- 
ment in the near future as the result of 
his negotiations. 

Crites last year was a candidate for 
the Democratic nomination for Lieuten- 
ant-Governor, but was defeated at the 
primary. He is a close friend of Repre- 
sentative Frank Farris of Rolla, who 
was floor leader of the House in the 
last Legislature. He was employed to 
draft and work for the passage of the 
police salary increase bill because he 
Was reputed to have a great deal of 
influence with rural legislators. 

‘“T employed Joe Crites, and I take 
entire responsibility for it,’’ said Cum- 
mins to the reporters. “He is a per- 
sonal friend of mine and a high-class 
lawyer. When I hired him nothing was 
said as to what his fee should be, but 
in my opinion if he asked $10,000 it 
would not be too much. 

Worked for Four Months. 

“A lawyer’s fee is based on his earning 
capacity. Crites has a big practice and 
makes at least $30,000 a year. He devoted 
four months to pushing the police salary 
bill through the Legislature. In tha? 
time he neglected his other practice for 
a third of the year. That’s why I say 
$10,000 would not be too much to pay 
him, and I am willing to dig down in my 
pocket for my share.’’ 

Cummins said a retainer fee was paid 
to Crites, but he could: not say how 
much. When asked to name the amount 
he said: “The Police coard knows.” 

This retainer fee was paid out of the 
$2900 which was collected with the per- 
mission of the Police Board through the 
collection of $2 from each policeman 
whose salary would be raised by the 
bill. 

The only other expenditures from this 
fund were for postage stampes, for two 
or three trips to Jefferson City by Cum- 
mins and for long-distance telephone 
messages to and from Jefferson City 
while the bill was pending. 

Cummins’ report on the fund showed a 
balance of $4.60 after the salary bill

DEBATE ON ARMY 
ILLS UNDER WAY 
IN BOTH HOUSES 


Sentiment of Country Strongly 
for Conscription, Senator 
Weeks Says. 


DENT FIGHTS DRAFT NOW 


Representative Says Volunteer 
System Should Be Tried 
Out First. 


WASHINGTON, April 23.—Congress to- 
day took up administration bills to cre- 
ate a larger army by selective draft and 
the in both 
branches. The bill was up in the House 


for the first time and provided for con- 
scription only as a last resort, but*the 
Senate debate was a continuation of 
the discussion of the General Staff 
measure. 

In opening the Senate debate Senator 
Weeks said the people demard conscrip- 
tion or would demand it if they were 
correctly informed. 

“When war was declared with Ger- 
many,” said he, ‘“‘the President was di- 
rected to employ the entire naval and 
military forces of the United States to 
bring it to a successful conclusion, and 
we pledged all the resources of our 
country for that purpose. The question 
we must now consider is how we are 
going to give the President what we 
have directed him to empioy. When- 
ever we have engaged in a great war 
it has been necessary to resort to draft 
in order to bring it to a successful con- 
clusion. There is nothing in national 
compulsion that is repellant to- democ- 
racy provided the thing to be compelled 
is recognized as beneficial to the nation. 
If there were it would reject govern- 
mental regulation of the hours of labor, 
compulsory insurance and compulsory 
education. A system of compulsory 
military training should be established.”’ 


Debate in House Unlimited. 
When the House began debate no lim- 


it was fixed, but it was agreed that it 
should run on today until 6 o’clock. 

Chairman Dent of the Military Com- 
mittee, who favors a call for volunteers 
while the conscription registration ma- 
chinery is being made ready, opened the 
debate. He said that his difference with { 
the administration over adding the vol 
unteer amendment to the straight-out 
selective conscription bill was most em- 
barrassing to him. 

“I have been to the President and al 
the Secretary of War,” he said, ‘with 
every proposition of compromise on the 
theory that unity cf action was more 
important than the method of raising 
an army. It ought to be made known 
to the country that we will do what is 
necessary.” 

Dent explained that the bill as amend- 
ed by the committee gives authority to 
raise an army of practically 1,000,000 men

—~ and ‘‘safeguards the American birthright 


to volunteer for service in defense of 
the country.’’ The President, he pleaded, 
is still authorized to proceedewith ar- 
rangements for the selective draft, and 
has absolute authority to determine on 
which system the army for the war 
would be raised.

Dent, administration supporters main- 
tain that they will override his volun- 
teer plan by from 2 to 25 votes.

Advocates of the volunteer system 
made no predictions, but they felt sure, 
it was declared, that they would make 
a good showing. Having the chairman 
of the committee with them, they be- 
lieved, would carry weight, and they 
also hoped that full explanation of their 
plan on the floor would attract support. 
Particular interest attaches to the de- 
bate because Representative Kahn, a 
Republican, born in Germany, will pre- 
sent the administration views. Repre- 
sentative Kahn has been in accord with 
most of the Government's preparedness 
plans. 


PLAN TO SEND CITY BOYS TO 
FARMS 10 INCREASE CROPS 


National Child Labor Committee 
Would Have School Pupils in 
Charge of Teachers at Camp, 


NEW YORK, April 23.—Details of 
a plan to organize the children of 
the United States to aid in produc- 
tion of crops during the war, were 
made public today by the National 
Child Labor Committee. The plan 
calls for co-operation» of teachers, 
boy scout masters and playground 
directors. : 

Boys more than 14 years old, would 
be sent to farms after having been 
declared fit by physicians and would 
be allowed to work eight hours a 
day, six days a week. Younger chil- 
dren would cultivate ‘vacant ground 
in their home cities under the guper- 
vision of adults. 

Provision is made for the release 
of these children from school duties 
between June 1 and Oct. 1. They 
would be supervised in camps by 
scout masters, playground directors 
or school officials.

BOMBARD CALAIS 


Several Killed, 12 Wounded in 
Attack on Terminal of Battle 
Front Railway. 


REPORT ON DOVER RAID 


Berlin Says Two British Vessels 
Were Sunk and Several 
Others Damaged. 


CALAIS, France, April 23.—German 
torpedo boat destroyers Saturday fired 
100 shells in the region of Calais. Some 
civilians were killed. Twelve persons 
were slightly wounded. 


Calais is the western terminal of the 
main railroad artery that supplies the 
British armies on the Lens-Arras bat- 
tle front in Northwestern France. The 
town lies directly opposite the British 
channel port of Dover, near which five 
German destroyers attempted a raid on 
British shipping Friday night, with the 
result that two German ships, and pos- 
sibly three, were sunk by British patro! 
vessels. 

Germans Say Two British Vessels 
Were Sunk in Raid on Dover. 
LONDON, April 23.—A German of- 
ficial statement describing the recent 
naval raids in the English Channel says 
that a British outpost vessel off Dover 
was destroyed, that a British scouting 


vessel] was sunk by a torpedo and that 
several dthers were heavily damaged, 
and one probably sunk. 

The German statement also says that 
asp no enemy warships were encoun- 
tered south of the Thames, the German 
@estroyérs had to be content with bring- 
ing in some prisoners from merchant- 
men. The Germans admit the loss of 
two, of their destroyers. 

With respect to this tenant the 
British admiralty says that no British 
vessels of any sort wére sunk or se- 
riously damaged, and that the Ger- 
mans captured only three men of an 
abandoned barge. 

The German statement reads: 

“German light forces on Friday night 
advanced in the eastern channel and 
toward the mouth of the Thames. The 
fortresses of Dover and Calais were ef- 
fectivoly taken under fire at short range, 
with altogether 650 shots. An outpost 
vessel met off Dover was destroyed. 

‘‘When, on the return, no other enemy 
was sighted, portions of ovr forces un- 
der command of Capt. Gautier turned 
back and cruised again toward the out- 
let of the channel. They encountered 
east of Dover a greater number of 
British destroyers and scouting vessels. 
Sharp engagements at close range oc- 
curred. 

“One enemy scouting ship was sunk 
by a torpedo and several others were 
heavily damaged by artillery hits, and 
one probably was sunk. 

“Of our torpedo boats, the G-85 and 
G-42 have not returned from these en- 
gagements and must be considered lost. 
All the other vessels returned undarn- 
aged without losses. 

“Portions of our forces which pushed 
forward south of the Thames mouth 
met no enemy war vessels and could 
only bring in some prisoners of mer- 
chantmen.”’ 

The British Admiralty appends to this 
communication the following: 

‘The statements contained in the fore- 
going official are not in accordance with 
the facts. No British vessels of any 
sort were sunk or even seriously dam- 
aged. The only British force that came 
into contact with the five German de- 
stroyers' was composed of two de- 
stroyer leaders, with the results already 
published. (Two German destroyers and 
possibly three sunk; ten German officers 
and 108 men saved.) 

“The inference implied in the Ger- 
man message that the enemy was anx- 
fous for an encounter with our patrols 
is not borne out, from the fact that 
the engagement lasted only a few min- 
utes, after which the remnant of the 
enemy made of at high speed and owed 
their escape to the darkness.

Houses Burned and Trenches 
Dug in Conflict Between Sze. 
Chuen and Yunnan Soldiers. 


CHENGTU, China, April 23.—There has 
been fierce fighting in the streets here 
between the Szechuen and Yunnan 
troops. The outbreak is the climax to 


the friction between the two parties 
which has steadily increased since the 
Yunnanese forces entered Chengtu last 
April. The direct cause was the attempt 
of the military Governor of Szechuen, 
who is a Yunnanese, to disband the pro- 
vincial troops and strengthen his grip on 
the province. 

, The fighting started Wednesaay night 
and continued all the next day and 
night. Many houses were burned and 
trenches and barricades were construct- 
ed by both parties. The British, crench 
and Japanese consuls, at much personal 
risk, have succeeded in arranging an 
armistice, but the situation is still crit- 
ical. All foreigners are safe so far. 


Chengtu is the capital of the province 
of Szechuen, which lies directly north of 
the province of Yunnan in the southwest 
of China. 

Chengtu is one of the largest and most 
important cities of-China. Its population 
is estimated at 800,000 and it is ice seat 
of eight American and British missions 
with a personnel of 6562 men and 68 
women. 

When Yuan Shi Kai had himself pro- 
claimed Emperor a year ago, the prov- 
ince of Yunnan revolted and sent an 
army against Szechuen, which remained 
loyal to the President. Since that time 
Yunnan has been the headquarters of 
the revolutionary propaganda which has 
kept Southern Chinna in a constant fer- 
‘ment.

The New Mexico is the largest battle- 
ship ever constructed at the New York 
navy yard. She is the sister ship of the 
Mississippi, recently launched, and the 
Idaho, under construction. . 

She will burn oil and is said to be the 
first battleship equipped with the elec- 
tric drive. The keel was laid in October, 
1915. ‘2 

The original plans announced by the 
Navy Department called for 32,000 tons 
displacement for the New Mexico, a 
length of 620 feet over all, a mean draft 
of % feet, and a speed of 21 knots.

GUARD FOR ILLINOIS 
INDUSTRIAL PLANTS! 


Two Militia Companies Reach 
East St. Louis; U. S. Expected 
to Take Aluminum Output. 


Company D of Oak Park, and Com- 
pany K, of Kewanee, Sixth Regiment, 
Illinois National Guard, which arrived 
in East St. Louis, yesterday afternoon, 
in command of Maj. R. W. Cavanaugh, 
to guard industrial plants, are camped 
at Illinois avenue and Nineteenth street. 
They have been mustered into Federal 


service. 

Maj. Cavanaugh said today that the 
only instructions he received from the 
departmental headquarters in Chicago, 
was to report to Adjut.-Gen. Donnelly of 
Missouri for orders on guard duty. 

It was learned that these companies 
probably will guard the Aluminum Co. 
of America, where a strike is in pro- 
gress; the National Stockyards, which is 
selling horses and mules to the allies; 
the packing plants of Armour, Swift 
and Morris, which are shipping meat to 
the allies; the Commercial Acid Co., 
which is manufacturing ingredients for 
shells; the American Steel Foundries, 
which are making munitions; the City 
Water Co., St. Clair County Gas Co., 
Standard Oil Co., and the power plant 
and transformer station of the East St. 
Louis & Suburban Railway. 

The companies are commanded by. 
Capt. George Armhurst, of Oak Park, 
and First Lieut. R. J. Hamilton, of 
Kewanee, and comprise a total of 175 
men. They are completely outfited with 
a field hospital, commissary and field 
kitchen. 


Cc. B. Fox, general manager of the 
aluminum plant, said he expected a 
guar. for his plant. He said more than 
7% of the 2000 employes were at work, 
and that others were returning at the 
rate of Wa day. The strike leaders in- 
sisted that 1750 were out and that the 
number was increasing. 

Fox told a reporter that he regarded 
as significant the fact that the strike 
was called last Wednesday, the day the 
company received an order for army 
canteens from the United States Govern- 
ment. He asserted that similar strikes 
were called simultaneously at the com- 
pany’s other plants, in North Carolina 
and Tennessee, and that, at the other 
awo plants, evidence of pro-German 
activity had been discovered.

GOVERNMENT REGAINS 2,300 000 
ACRES FROM SOUTHERN PACIFIC 


Supreme Court Also Restrains Rail- 
road From Disposing of Timber 
and Minerals on Land. 
WASHINGTON, April 23.—In deciding 
the Oregon-California land case” today, 
the Supreme Court affirmed the Oregon 
Federal Court’s decree enjoining the 
Southern Pacific Railroad from dispos- 
ing of timber and minerals on its lands 

received by congressional grant. 

By the same decision the Government 
won its suit against the Southern Pa- 
cific Railroad to regain nearly 2,300,000 
acres of Oregon and Washington land 
worth $30,000,000. 

The Chamberlain-Ferris law of 1916, 
forfeiting and divesting the railroad’s 
title to the lands granted by Congress 
in 1866, and providing for Federal sale of 
the lands, timber and minerals, was up- 
held as constitutional.

WOUNDS SISTER’- IN - LAW 
She Escapes by Feigning Death 
'* After’ ‘Yonkers’ Minister 
Shoots Her.

ert Frederick Berry, a Congregational- 


ist minister, yesterday morning, at his 
home in Bronxville Manor, shot and 


killed hrs wife and his mother-in-law, 
wounded his sister-in-law, and _= killed 
himself. 

The Rev. Mr. Berry made no effort to 
harm his daughters, Carolina, Matilda 
and Eva, 10, 8 and 6 years old, respect- 
ively. 

The clergyman was 239 years old and 
highly educated. Mrs. Matilda Bahr 
Berry, his wife, was 45, and Mrs. Caro- 
line Bahr, the mother-in-law, was past 
72. Miss Caroline Bahr, who was wound- 
ed in the left hand; escaped through 
presence of mind. As he stood over her 
to note the effect of his shot, she 
feigned death and he did not fire again. 

When neighbors came they found 
clutched in hig left hand the only ex- 
planation he left. It was scribbled on 
a sheet of paper: “Insane Prussians!” 

Han Been in Ill Health. 

For 13 months the Rev. Mr. Berry had 
been suffering from ill health. In that 
time he gave up his charge at Wilton, 
Conn., and took a house in Yonkers to 
recuperate. 

Born in Vermont and intensely patri- 
otic, he had been deeply resentful of 
German atrocities, especially those af- 
fecting Americans. The passage of the 
war resolution by the House of Repre- 
sentatives on Good Friday convinced 
him that the Lord willed the destruction 
of Prussianism. 

He bought an American flag that day, 
unfurled it in the porch of his home 
and entered into the organization of a 
home defense company. This all served 
to intensify the grief that he had felt 
for months because his wife's mother, 
a German, had strong German sym- 
pathies. 

There had been many long and bitter 
war arguments between them. Saturday 
at dinner a discussion of America’s en- 
try into the war began and continued 
until 4:30 yesterday morning. Aligned 
mother, sister-in-law and wife. 

Tragedy After Argument. 

Then at 7 o’clock came the tragedy. 

Coroner George Engle of Yonkers, who 
questioned Miss Bahr, said. 
“Miss Bahr told me Mr. Berry 
did not speak German, but that 
her mother, her sister and she did, ana 
that, after the argument had grown bit- 
ter, the women began talking in Ger- 
man. As Mr. Berry did not understand 
this, it always had the effect of anger- 
ing him.” 

A dispatch from Wilton, Conn., says 
that the Rev. Mr. Berry was pastor of 
the Congregational church there from 
May, 1914, to July, 1915, “resigning be- 
cause of hig eccentricities.’’ 

The Rev. Mr. Berry invented a 
“swimming machine” to aid beginners, 
and it is reported his income from sale 
of the machines amounted to $1500 a 
year.

WASHINGTON, April 2% Several 
members of the British War Commission 
have participated in some of the hardest 
fighting of the European war and many 
have performed acts of bravery which 
have been officially recognized by their 
Government.

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NEW UNITS ARE URGED 
FORTHE REGULAR ARMY 


Call for Recruiting of Them 
Would Stimulate Enlistments, 
General Staff Believes. 


WASHINGTON, April 23..—When the 
regular army reaches the full war 
strength of 287,000 men prescribed by the 
‘National Defense Act, €here will have 
been organized 27 new infantry regi- 
ments, 11 regiments of field artillery, 
eight cavalry regiments, four- regiments 
and two separate battalions of engi- 


neers, numerous units of signal corps,’ 


many new coast artillery companieg an1 
other special troops. 

While President Wilson has ample au- 
thority to issue urders for the organiza- 
tion of these new units for the regular 
army, he has not yet done so. This is 
due in ‘part to the fact that so many of 
the existing units are below maximum. 
For the present the plan is to first fill 
up gaps in existing units. Pleas of the 
General Staff to recruit the new units 
are under consideration, however. 

It so happens that most of the regular 
units are on the Mexican border, in the 
Panama Canal Zone, Hawaii or the 
Philippines, with the exception of the 
coast ertillery. 


The feeling is growing among army 
officers that enlistments in the regular 
army would, increase rapidly if a forma! 
announcement were made that new 
units are to be organized at’once. Many 
young men who intend to enlist are 
said to be holding back because they do 
not like the idea of serving on the bor- 
der or in units in tropical or semitropical 
climes. The organization of new units 
would suggest the possibility that thos: 
entering them might expect to see sérv- 
ice in Europe within a reasonable time.

Supreme Court Says Lower Body 
Had No Authority to Punish 
U. S. Attorney Marshall. 


HIS DISCHARGE ORDERED 


Chief Justice White Declares 
Similar Rule Would Apply to’ 
Every Private Citizen.

WASHINGTON, April 2%.—The House 
of Representatives which went out of 
office March 4 last, the Supreme Court 
decided today, did not have suthority 
to punish United States Attorney H. 
Snowden Marshall of New York for al- 
leged contempt. Marshall is exempt 
from further proceedings. 

The lower court, it was held by Chief 
Justice White, erred in refusing to pve 
Marshall a discharge by habeas corpus 
The Supreme Court, therefore, ordered 
his discharge. 

Marshall was charged with contempt 
because of a letter he wrote criticising 
the conduct of a House sub-committee 
which investigated impeachment charges 
brought against him by former Repres- 
sentative Buchanan of Illinois, who had 
been indicted for conspiracy to restrain 
commerce. The impeachment charges 
collapsed. 

“No express power to punish for con- 

tempt was delegated to the House in the 
Constitution,”’ said Chier Justice White 
in his decision. ‘‘It.must be implied if 
at all as necessary to execute powers 
given. To constitute an act of this kind 
it must be an act of physical destruction 
to the right of the House to carry on its 
proceedings.’’ 
. Nothing tn Marshall’s conduct, he held, 
directly came within the necessary juris- 
diction of the House to punish and his 
conduct did not interfere with any 
House proceedings. 

If deemed to apply to Marshall’s con- 
duct, the Chief Justice said, a similar 
rule would apply to critcism of private 
persons and “‘strike a knife at the very 
roots of the whole » deeeeasd of representa- 
| tive government.’

boat was sighted, dived suddenly, leav- 
ing the 19 to struggle for their lives in 
the water. The men managed to reach 
a boat and an hour later they were 
picked up by the patrol. The master 
of the ship had been kept prisoner 

aboard the submarine. 

The submarine fired a torpedo at the 
freighter without warning but missed. 
and then gave chase, shelling the ves- 
sel unt!l she stopped. The crew took 
to boats and the ship was sunk by « 
bomb.

Butter, at wholesale, today is from 
two to four cents iower than iast week. 
The price of best creamery today is 4/ 
cents. Last week it ranged trom g!% to 
51 cents. The present price wiil be 
maintained until! next Monday. Iilino’'s 
butter is 45 cents, a decrease of two 
cents from last week. 

Dealers say Illinois, Missouri and OK- 
‘akoma will coon be sending in butter 1" 
increased quantities, causing prices to 
go down. It is expected that by May 
15 the wholesaie price will be 35 cents. 

Eggs, at 36 cents a dozen, are two 
cents cheaper than last week. Figgs are 
not expected to keep pace with butter 
in declins of price. The reason is that 
feed has been sv high and demand for 
chickens so great that farmers have 
sold off their poultry and there is a 
scarcity of hens. 

The situation in 
market is unchanged. The prices 
are the same as on Saturday. Mon- 
day is an off day in vegetables, and 
there is not enough business to af- 
fect the market. Dealers say there 
probably will be no change in prices 
until the middle of the week. Last 
i week there was a material decline 
in prices, due to the arrival of home- 
grown products.

entente Powers in crushing the German military } 


power.. Mr. Balfour said the purpose of his visit 
“is te do what I can to make co-operation easy 
and effective between those who are striving with 
all their power to bring about a lasting peace by 
the only means that can secure it, namely, a 
suecéssful war.” 

We assume that our Government will work out 
a thorough understanding with the other anti- 
German belligerents. with regard to the ends we 
have in common, for which we are to co-operate in 
waf. Our common purposes should be defined. Ger- 
many is a common enemy whose power threatens 
the safety and sovereignty of each nation oppos- 
ing her. That power must be overthrown. 

We can enter into a co-operative alliance to 
overthrow the military power of the Germans and 
to force terms of just peace. We can co-operate 
to carry out the purposes defined in the President's 
war message—the enforcing of justice, the és- 
tablishing of liberty, the preservation of democ- 
racy and self-government. 

We will not enter into alliances td realize the 
special national aims of our war allies. We 
cannot and will not promise Britain or France 
or Russia that we will support their demands for 
selfish national gain. 

There is one thing we can do with all our soul 
and might—co-operate to free Belgium, to free 
France, to free Poland and to protect democratic 
Russia. We can join in thése national aims. 

For our own protection as well-as for the pro- 
tection of our war allies and for the realization 
of our common end we should participate in the 
agreement not to make a separate peace. We 
must not betray our allies nor frustrate th: ob- 
ject we and they seek. | 

After these fundamentals are settled .he con- 
ference should be inyaluable in marking ut ovr 
lines of co-operation. We can learn much from 
the commissioners* who represent nations in-the 
war with regard to the best methods we can 
adopt for preparedness on sea and land. _Our 
own preparation on sound, assured lines, includ- 
ing, primarily, the selective draft, is necessary 
to effective co-operation. Profiting by the mis- 
takes and the lessons of others, we can do a 
mighty part in the gréat task we share with ihe 
allied democracies:

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LET AUSTRIA ACT. V 

In the Austrian peace overtures to Russia there 
occurs the following statement: 

The Government of-Austro-Hungarian mon- 
archy has received Knowledge of the mani- 
festu of the Russian provisional Government 
published on April il. It has learned there- 
from that Russia does not pursue a design to 
rule over other peoples, to take from them 
their national heritage and forcibly occupy 
territory; that it rather, on the basis of 
the right of nations to decide their destinies 
for themselves, desires to bring about peace. 
This, the Austro-Hungarian Government as- 

serts, is in perfect harmony with its own aims, 
wherefore nothing should longer stand in the way 
of peace. 

If the Austro-Hungarian Government is sin- 
cere, it can make its good faith known in but one 
way, and that is by atoning immediately for its 
own crimes against the alien peoples held within 
the empire. Let it grant forthwith the right of 
separation and independent,decision as to their 
future, to the Hungarians, the Bohemians, the 
Poles, the Czechs, the Slovaks, the Ruthenians, 
the Slovenes, the Serbo-Croats, the Rumanians 
and the Italians. 7 

The age of promises and protestations has 
passed; this is the era of fulfillment, which shall 
witness the consummation of a century and a 
quarter of revolutionary struggle on the part of 
subject nations for freedom in Europe. New Rus- 
sia has/shown the way in her actions towards 
Finland and Poland. 

When we reflect that if was the hundred thou- 
sand Russian troops of Nicholas I who alone 
extinguished the success of the Hungarian revo- 
lution of 1848, it does not seem possible for a 
free Russia to make a peace with Austria that 
fails to expiate that crime of their autocrat. 

The Russian reply might properly be: ‘We 
have liberated our subject peoples; go thou and 
do likewise. Then we shall have peace.” 
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THE DIFFERENCE. 

There is a radical difference between the Catlk- 
olic Archbishops who pledged the loyal service 
of American Catholics to President Wilson in the 
war to the end that “the great and holy cause of 
liberty may triumph,” and the editor of Amerika.

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WHAT EVERY STATE SHOULD KNOW. 
By Porter Emerson Browné of the Vigilantes. 
Since the United States of America are 
now at war with Germany, and since these 
United States naturally wish to do all in their 
power to equip themselves in every way for 
the successful waging of that war, it seems 
highly pertinent to call to universal atten- 
tion the varfous steps that the State of Con- 
necticut ‘has taken toward that much-desired 
end. ’s 

1. A military census of all men within the 
state. This census demands of each indi- - 
vidual, his age, experience, whether or not 
he has people dependent upon him, and just 
what he is best fitted for in times of emer- 
gency. The bill authorizing this census 
further provides for an inventory of the re- 
sources of the State. 

2. An automobile census; just what car, 
or cars, each individual owns, and for what 
use and length of service he is willing to let 
the Government have them. 

3. The first real compulsory military serv- 
ice law to be found in the statutes of any 
State. Several states have adopted what 
séems to be compulsory military service legis- 
lation; but these have been emasculated by 
the use of the word “may” in critical places. 
The Connecticut law specifically states that . 
drafts ‘‘shall"’ be made: whereby it becomes 
not optional, but mandatory. This is impor- 
tant! Kurthermore, it provides heavy penal- 
ties for those who evade, or try to evade, 
such draft. : 

4. The passage of an act granting to the 
Governor practically unlimited power duripg 
time of national emergency in procuring and 
in offering for the use of the nation men, 
material and money. No reservations of any 
kind are contained in this act, which, in fact, 
confers upon the Governor, within the limits 
of the State, dictatorial] powers. 

These measures enable the State of Con- 
necticut to «throw its entire resources into 
quick and efficient employment for national 
needs. They are in every way an example 
to other states that have their country’s needs 
at heart, in this time of crisis. 

You other states of the Union give heed! 

Connecticut knows vou want to “do your 
bit.” Connecticut stands willing to give you 
every aid within her power. Get copies of 
her bills. Have your Legislatures pass them, 
and. your Governors sign them. Then will 
all the states of the Union stand squarely, 
side by side, for their country’s honor and 
their country’s life, as stood the Minute Men

LAS TERENCE 


S is well known, Holland is a great 
A land for flowers, the celebrated 
drained lands near Haarlem being 
the best place in all the world to grow 
bulbs. New varieties of brilliant bulbs 
are constantly being developed, and Hol- 
land sends her rare plants to many dis- 
tant countries. The Dutch people are 
recognized as expert growers of flow- 
ers. One has only to visit Holland in 
the spring to realize why; undoubtedly 
one of the most beautiful sights in all 
the world is that of the countless rows 
and rows and rainbow-colored blossoms 
growing on the lowlands of Holland. 

But this was not always the case in 
Holland, for it was only after the fall 
of Constantinople in 1468 that Holland 
became such a gay little land of flow- 
ers. Many Dutchmen went to the East 
during the years of the great crusades. 
and those of them who loved beautiful 
things brought many home again with 
them. 

Not only did they carry away with 
them silks and embroideries, jewels, 
spices and fruits, but in the bottoms of 
their ships they brought seeds. When 
these seeds were planted in the rich soi] 
of Holland such wondrous flowers ap- 
peared as had never pfefore been seen 
in that Nofthern country. 

The people became wildly enthusiastic 
over the new colors and scents and 


-follage brought to them from the East, 


and in Holland there sprang up a great 
love for gardening. The ranunculus, or 
“little frog’ family of plants, among 
which are the anemones, the tulips, hya- 
cinths, Narcissus and others, were 
found to flourish best of all in Hol- 
land’s soil. 

When, in the sixteenth century, the 
royal gardener to King James I of En- 
gland published a learned history of 


r Flowers 
plants, he declared that more rare plants 
grew in Holland than in any other 
European country. 

Dutch ships went on long voyages 
to tropical lands, returning with all 
sorts of treasures in the shape of bulbs, 
seeds, roots and cuttingy. The Dutch, 
as we have read in history, sailed to 
many parts of the globe—to South Amer- 
ica, to South Africa, Japan and the Spice 
Islands, as well as to the Hudson River 
region. It therefore follows that, from 
all these warm countries they intro- 
duced new trees, flowers and vegeta- 
bles; many plants which are common 
necessities to us today were brought by 
the Dutch into Holland and there accus- 
tomed to the cultivation of the Northern 
countries. 

So the Dutch became a great flower- 
loving nation, both skillful and inven- 
tive gardeners; when flowers would 
not grow as they should in the ordinary 
climate of Holland, the Dutch gardeners 
evolved for them a climate which suited 
them. If they did not actually tnvent‘ 
the greenhouse, they greatly improved 
upon it, and In these glass houses they 
continued to grow successfully all man- 
ner of foreign plants. For many years 
the Dutch city of Leyden was the lead- 
ing city in floriculture,. its botanical 
gardens being among the first ever es- 
tablished. Both at Groningen and at 
Utrecht there were fine hothouses, and 
the roses grown at Noordwyk ceuld com- 
pete with any the world over. This skill 
and love for flowers still exist among 
the Dutch.

I can say the same for the Na- 
tional League and for the whole world 
of baseball. 

“If the major league could not keep 
on, what earthly chance would there 
be for the minor leagues, already an- 
nual losers?”
